Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 



1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Martin 
et al. (6,275,680). 

Regarding claims 1, 1 1, 21 Martin discloses a Hardware PCH checking for 
personal handyphone system portable station comprising: (a) sending a message from 
a push initiator to a device, wherein said message has at least one embedded ID 
corresponding to said push initiator (see fig.1, elements 1 , 3, fig. 3, col. 5, lines 27-38 and 
its description); (b) matching said embedded ID with a list of ID's in said device (see 
fig.2, element 226, col. 5, lines 38-42 and its description); (c) rejecting said message if 
the embedded ID matches with at least one ID in said device, and triggering said device 
to initiate a push session with said push initiator (see fig.1, element 128, col. 3, line 65- 
col.4, line 12 and its description). 

Regarding claims 2-10, 12-20, 22-28, Martin further discloses said ID is selected 
from a group consisting of at least one numeric number, alphanumeric number, tone 
and symbol (see col. 5, lines 27-38).
